Other investigations relate to 
smoke-curing of fish, salt-curing of 
herrings, and‘ utllisation of fish in 
dricd forms. BDchydrated fish. will 
make possible. improvements In diets 
deficient in. high-grade protein, 
particularly in countries where 
other methods of  fish-processing 
have not been developed. | 


The station has been able to give 
considerable technical’ advice on the 
possibilities: of improving and 
creasing the preservation of local 
catches, particularly by methods 
involving drying, to experts from 
the Crown Colonies and from India.

DRY-ICE RAIN-MAKING | 
TESTS DISAPPOINTING 


(By UNITED PRESS) 


HE U.S. Government reported, re- 


cently that It tried to make rain 
last winter—and could not,

Weather ‘ Bureau scientists in 
charge—Richard D. Coons, Robert 
Cc, Gentry and Ross Gunn—reported 
the results in the American Meteoro- 
logical Society bulletin:

Anaemia Has _ 
One Advantage 


Buffalo, New York, Aug, 25— 
Atomic radiation {s less harmful to 
annemla sufferers than to healthy 
Persons, according to five Chicago 
sclentists attending the Internatfonal 
Society of Hematology Congress, 

Research workers aMiated with 
the Argonne Natlonal - Laboratory 
and the University of Chicago. .de-_ 
monstrafed their “findings at the 
Society's four-day annual meeting. 

They explained, “Radiation from 
atomic bombs or X-rays can des- 
troy bone marrow where the red 
and white blood cells are made, 
When the marrow {s damaged, pro- 
duction of blood cells falls off and 
anaemia results.” 


The sclentists, Drs L. O. Jacobsen, + 
.M. H, Block, &. K. Marks, E, T. 
Gaston and. S. L. Simmons, con- 
ducted radidtign experiments on 
animals. ‘They found that normal 
animals exposed to radiation de- 
veloped anaemia and took o con- 
siderable time to recover, while 
animals which were anaemic before 
the experiment cscuped tho !l-effects 
of radiation. The Intter were not | 
affected by doses of radiation which 
probably would kil} a human being. 

The scientists stressed, however, 
that It would not be: practical to 
moke humans anaemic in order 
to. esenpe radiation dangers.—United
